tario. James E. Dodd, a railway en-

| gineer and amateur prospector, 


claims to have found the weapons 
while digging his claims in 1931. He 
thought so little of the discovery, be- 
lieving the fragments of axe and 
shield and a broken sword to be Ip- 
dian relics, that he dumped the 
pieces in the cellar of his home. 

Two years ago word of the dis- 
covery reached Dr. Charles T. Cur- 
relly, director of the Royal Ontario 
Museum in Toronto, Dr. Currelly 
established that the pieces were gen- 
uine Norse armor of the late 10th or 
early 11th century. He paid Dodd 
$500 for them. 

But Dodd's word that he dug up 
the relics was disputed and it was 
contended in some quarters that the 
bits of armor may have been brought 
to this country from Norway. Mr. 
Curran, after lengthy investigation, 
announced he was convinced of the 
truth of Dodd's story. Dr, Currelly 
then said he, too, was satisfied that 
the discovery was genuine.

For the Town of Didsbury. 


By-law] The swimming pool by-law failed 


to pass at the Calgary Civic Election 
after a recheck of ballots. The 
count on the swimming pool was 
f,182 votes for and 2,738 against. 
The by-law required a two thirds 
majority, or 5 246 favourable votes.

A by-law to provide for the raising 
by way of Debenture the sum of 
$30,000, to be solely expended in de- 
fraying the cost of a site for, and of 
erecting, completing and equipping 
a Community Hospital in the Town 
of Didsbury, to be known as ‘‘The 
Didsbury and District General Hos- 
pital.” 

Taz Mayor and Secretary-Treasur 
er are authorized to borrow on be- 
half of and on the credit of the said 
Town of Didsbury, the sum of $30,- 
000, and to issue a Debenture of th- 
said Municipality for the aforesaid 
sum, the whole of which shall be ap- 
propriated for the above-named pur- 
poses and no other. 

The aforesaid proposed debt of 
$30,000 along with interest thereon 
at the rate of Six per centum per an- 
num shall be payable in fifteen equal 
aggregate yearly instalments of $3,- 
088.86 each as to principal and inter- 
est from the date of this enactment 
taking effect. 

In addition to all other rates and 
taxes annually levied and collected 
by the said Municipality there shall 
alo be annually levied and collected 
as aforesaid, during the currency of 
the said Debenture, on all rateable 
property in the said Municipality by 
way of special rate or rates therefor, 
the sum of $3,088.86, being the 
amount of each equal aggregate 
yearly instalment, payable as afore- 
said, in respect of the said debt. 

The enactment shall come into 
force and take effect on the day of 
the date of the final passing thereof.
